LoNDOK, Feb. 12.— !rbe trial of the di- 
vorce case of Donald Crawford against his 
wife, in which Sir Charles Dilke is co- 
respondent, begun to-day. Groat inter- 
eat is felt in tho caao, and the courtroom 
was crowded when it wua called.

warned Crawford to beware of the mem- 
ber of Chelsea (Dilke. ) Crawford there- 
upon niiido ;in inve.it luat iiui mtu hin 
wife's habits and found alio hud been 
oorreapondini! with one Captain Furater. 
This offonco bo had condoned, lluceiving 
further anonymoua letters Crawford had 
taxed his wifts. with infidelity. She ad- 
mitted hor guilt and made a full ooufea- 
aion. She said aho had been tvro nighia 
with Sir Charles Dilke. His attention to 
hor she said had co nmenced directly after 
her niarri.iga. tlo pmfeaaed tc admire 
her because of her re.iemblanco to her 
mother. The wife of tho petitioner had 
attributed the anonymous letters to the 
vindicliveneaa of her mother. Tlie 
petitioner's caao rested solely on his wife's 
confession and servaiils uf Crawfurd's 
houaehuld. 'Ihe counsel said that they 
would give evidence showing ihat 
their mistress had been absent from 
home on . the nitfhts she stated 
she had slept with Dilke. Petitioner 
Crawford waa called to tho wit- 
ness stand and gave toatiniony .supporting 
the statements of hia cniinsel Crawford 
said he had been startled by hia wife ask- 
ing him whether ho would forgive her if 
she had been unfaithful to him.

The court granted a 
divorce and dismissed the charges against 
Sir Oharles Dilke.

TJIE BLUNDERBUSS THAT KICKS. 

The viruienoe of the attiiuks of tlio 
Times 6a publio jnen is quite suflicient to 
"defeat the ^objeot of tho sunndalmnu- 
' gMB who -appear to hive in tho snles 
sheet establishment and make it their daily 
buainqsB-to aaaoil priTate and public ohar- 
aoter. Within a very brief period tho 
lieutennnt governor, tho provincial secre- 
tary, Suiiatoi- Jlacdonnld and Mr. Duns- 
mnir hitve iu turu come in for a share of 
itbuKivo regard. Mr. Theo. Diivie is the 
latest object at whom those iualevo!*vit 
spirits have hurled thuir shafts. The 
splendid reception which that gcntleuiau 
received ut ther hands of 80U of his consti- 
tuents on Wednoadoy evening has made the 
"Sick Party" siokor than over, and they 
have Binca snapped and howled at his 
heels like a pack of ill-conditioned and 
Irangry dogs. If the writers possessed an 
atom of sense, or if they were disposed to 
profit by esperieuce, they would see that 
the objeots of their wrath are benefited 
rather than injured by the assaults of the 
"guttersnipe" journal. Who among the 
oppoaiciou has dared to face a public meet 
ing and dieouaa the iaaoia of the day '/ 
Who among them has dared to call liia 
constituents together and aak fur their 
sympathy and support I The policy ot 
the .opposition is one of abuse and mis- 
repreaentation. Column after column of 
figuroa have iioen piled up in an attempt 
to ahovv that the country is pjoini^ to the 
"domnitiDU buw-n-owa " Onu would have 
Buppoaed that if the oauae of tho opposiu m 
ia ao good and th.^t of tlie goverumutit so 
bad the opposition would not heaitato to 
Buize the first public opportunity to state 
their case in public. The opportunity 
was given them the other Rvening; but 
they slunk away. They were conapicu- 
oas by their abaonca. But although they 
tailed to put in an appearance at Theatre 
Royal they have nut forgotten to continue 
their assaults and misreprebentatiL>na. 
Tlfey could not let alone his brothers — 
two estimable gentlemen — but dragged 
them into the controversy for no other 
reason than that they are related 
to their intended victim, whoao 
courie liaa beon thoroughly on- 
doraod by his cutiatituenta. Tho lateat 
attack on Mr. Davie was a charge that he 
had allovrod Ohiaese to be employed on 
hia building from commencement to com- 
pletion. Thig wag disproved in Tlic Colo- 
nist yeaterday by Mr. VVraiijht, tho con- 
tractor for the building. It then becmne 
the duty of the Timea to retract. Has it 
doneso? Not at all. It airaply iguorus 
the matter. Is this a specimen of tho 
political honeafy of our evening contem- 
porary ? Is it evidence of that spirit of 
fairness and decency with which tho 
Tiraea promised in it.s inaugural to treat 
all men' and all questiona 1 But perhaps 
it ia best that the slanders should pass 
unreoalled, since no one is injured by 
them aaVB the Times and the very sick 
and dilapidated "party" to whoso indo- 
conciea and haveriuga it gives willing 
circulation. A year ago a party of ten op- 
position votes faced the guvernuieiit in 
the houae on several important 
measurra. To day that party has shrivel 
ed to itix. Just think of id A tailing 
off of nearly one-half in a twelvemonth. 
It ia plain that tho iiittuoiice of the Times 
is potent for iniaohiof only in tho ranks 
of its own friends. Tivelvo montha ago 
we referred to that paper as a blunderbuaa 
that recoiled on being discharged and 
created havoo behind it. In one year this 
blunderbuss newspaper has billed oif four 
of ita own party and has made the aurvi- 
vors ao "aick" thut they are likely to take 
to their beds before the close of the ses- 
sion. Are we very far wrong when wo 
■ay that the attacks of the Timea are mure 
to be courted than feared — more tu be 
desired than avoided 1 Mr. Theo. Davio 
has every reason to be satisfied with the 
popularity he is securing from the assaults 
of the organ of the sick party.' 

EXTRA DiriUN. 

The refuaal of the Washington authori- 
ties to make the order for the extradition 
of Bulldog Kelly does certainly not indi- 
cate the e-xiatenco of that reciprocal 
feeling which tho province has always 
manifested in aaaisting tho United Statea 
to bring fugitive criminala to justice, lii 
no aivilized country ia the laxity of ita 
laws BO noticeable aa in the United iStatea, 
where the law's detail too often snd in 
their final evasion. Whether the priaonor 
. Kelly bo innocent or guilty, it ia evident 
to all those who have read copies of the 
depoaitionii of witneases in the caae that 
there is ample ground to warrant the 
order for the priaunor's oxtraditioti. The 
fine Bcrupulousnoaa diaplayed in this in- 
stance by the American authorities 
would almoat incline one to the 
belief that extradition on a charge 
of murder to British Columbia meant 
the priaoiier's aubaequent convict ion of 
the crime. The attitude of the province 
in these matters displays a striking con- 
traat to that of its powerful neighbor. 
Our locil governments have invariably 
proved themaelvea aa indefatigable in de- 
tecting and arresting extraditable fugi- 
tives from the States aa if tho law nad 
been outraged in our own country; there- 
by obaerving the true apiitt of the treaty 
— to expedite the administration of jus- 
tice apart from the consideration in which 
of the two countries that justice was con- 
travened. Compare the action of the 
judiciary of this proviaca which, having

The Amerioan authorities have ^ shown a 
spirit in the case as unfair and nearly 
as dilatory aa their lata final 
refusal to pay thia province a 
sum of money for tho extradition of an 
American murderer, which has beou owing 
for eleven j'ears. The Americans are com- 
plaining that their defaulters and embez- 
zlers find a haven iu Canada, and apeak of 
a system of reciprocity in the matter of all 
: criminals who may be "wanted," but it 
..-■-.•would bo well for them-to firstrecoguizo 
the rights belonging to Oauada as a party 
to tha existing treaty, and facilitnte, not 
obstruct, a country whose only fault (?) 
may be that iu the administratioa of jus- 
tice she ia more tenacious in efTort, a Ic eser 
respecter of persona, quicker to try, a.s 
slow to condemn, and swifter to execute 
than any other opnstitatii^utd govornmcut 
on Ae American obntliieiiti'r 



THE riGTORIA-SAANWH BAIL- 
WAY. 

In tho intereatof thosouihernpart of tho 
island and tho proviiicu generally, we hope 
there is aoinuthinfr inore taiigiblo in the 
propoaition to construct a railway from 
the outer wharf to the end of Saanich 
peninsula than a political claptrap. It 
would be a shameful thing for auy peraoii 
to trade on the credulity of the people of 
Saanich in particular and of the province 
in general witli achemo of this kind 
merely for tho purpose of eatcliing vines 
at tho ensuing election. The bill la said 
to ask a provincial guarantee of 3 per 
cent.

To THE Editor:— If there were no 
Ohinoae cigarmakera or aboeinakora and 
all other trades or no tradea such as rail- 
road building and other public works 
which they are working at now, there 
would be more white men employed in all 
branches of buainaaa and industries and 
there would bo than niuro ahoea, more 
meat and groooriea and atorea required, 
and more work for carpenters to build 
neat little cotlagea for white men and their 
familiea. They would not bo piled up in 
small hovela like the Chineae are now. 
So by having whito labor your town would 
be two-thirda larger than what it ia now, 
It ia a very poor manufactory that whites 
will not patronize. But aa it ia now tho 
white laboring r'aaa cannot patronize auch 
r.a much as they would like to. There 
uro now no industries at all that the Chi- 
neae patronize, although they work in 
the manufactories. And if white men 
with their familiea were employed or even 
Bingle men now they would settle down in 
time and would furniah the families that 
now hire Chineae with respectable white 
girla. The Chineae heap sabee working 
for amall wages all aummer; tho man who 
signs hia name Victoria calls them pro- 
ducers becauao they have chickens which 
they steal in tho winter ao as to got more 
than oven on the summer's low wagea. 
The very men who uphold Ohineae to day 
could not do a thing if tho whito laboring 
claaa did not patronize their induatry, but 
the white laboring class would have plenty 
to du if the men that would trample on 
ihoni now had a little war with some 
other nation as defender of their proper- 
ties. 

If all were protlucera and settlers 
why it would be a poor buaineaa that thoy 
would have. Whun tho white nomad 
leaves the vicinity where he earned hia 
money, ho has no Flowery kingdom to 
send hia money to, like John Chinaman. 
Tho government had batter be run in 
favor of the majority of tho people in 
thia aaao for the reaoon that it ia eaaier 
for an assessor to get at small capital than 
it ia to get at largo capital.

To TUB EniToii: — Tho uiodioal bill pro- 
posed last aeasiou had a clause iu it in- 
tended to- restrict the druggist from en- 
croaching on medical men in the practice 
of medicine, but there was no prov'siou 
in the bill to prevent medical men from 
encroaching on tho practice of tho drug- 
gist. I will point out to tho public tho 
position of all'airs iiiul let tlieiu and their 
repreaentiitivuH judge whether the drug- 
gist is not entitled to equal protection un- 
der the law. The medical mau of average 
ability will find ample employment, if ho 
wishes to be efficient in mastering thor- 
oughly tho Bcieuco of the functions of liv- 
ing bodies (physiology) ; diseasea, thoir 
nature and efifeots (pathology); tho applica- 
tion of remedies and tha curative treat- 
ment of diseases (therapeutics); without 
dabbling in pharmaceutical chemistry. 
This work will always bo a mattor of de- 
tail to his miu(J^ and he naturally oxpoolH 
tho druggcst to assi.4t him in such matters. 
With tho advancement of chemistry, new 
remedies of a complei: character are com- 
ing into use, and it is the duty of the drug- 
gist to observe that no eheiiiical reaction 
takes place iu couipoundiug prescriptions 
that will tend to destroy the niiHtioiuiil 
oflocts desired by tho pbysiciiiu. further- 
more, wh'ou tho doctor undertakes to pro- 
vide medicines, the cost of them to be de- 
ducted from his fee, he i.s tomptod to pre- 
serib* cheap remedies, a thing lie has no 
interest in doing when the patieut jiays for 
the drugs himself. There is another 
feature, too; tho druggist keeps a register 
of the medicines presuribo<l by the doctor, 
which can be referred to to prove whether 
ho has given the patient the proper treat- 
ment, hence the independent piirt the drug- 
giat performs as a check on the jiliysiciim, 
and hia services are, therefore, of public 
utility aud for the public safety, and 
he should have a fair atiara of protection, 
In England the druggist can at hia place 
(if businesa and at the voluntary rcciuoat 
t)f hia ouatomera preacribo for them, and 
where sickness is not of a complex char- 
acter, there is nu reason why any person 
should be put to the expense o^ calling in 
medical aid. 

I have e.iplained tho udvautages of 
keeping tho preacribiug and compounding 
of medicinsa separate occiipiitinn.-f, and 
wherever there ia any diatrrjt in tho pro- 
vince where this syatom ODuld bo carried 
out it would no doubt be advantageous to 
the public. But tlie repreiieiitativea of the 
people in the logialalure should boo tu it 
that justice be dune to all in the matter. 
Therefore, wherever the doctors in any 
diatrict wiahed to limit tho druggist by 
act of parliament the druggist should havo 
equal power to limit the doctors; in other 
words the intelligent druggist should have 
liberty to preacribe modicinea in any dia- 
trict aa long aa there is a doctor reaiding 
in it that wiahed to bo hia own druggist, 
or that wanted a per ceiitage on hia pro- 
scriptions; or, in fact, any advantage 
either directly or indirectly from a drug, 
gist reaiding within hia district . I there- 
fore hope that, should the present bill 
contain a clause airailar to that I men- 
tioned at tho conimencumcnt of this let- 
ter, it should bo struck ~>\\l or a clause in 
sorted protecting druggists from its oper- 
ation ao long aa a doctor can be found in 
a diatrict wishing to keep druys and to 
compound the aame, or obtain any pecun- 
iary advantage from tha druggist.

'•'he woman was pronounced insane by one 
doctor, but as this opinion waa not bus- 
taincd by tho medical ofKcer of tt ^ diatrict, 
she waa found guilty of manslaughter. In 
tho second oaao, which occurred in Bristol, 
there is no auapioion of mental derange- 
ment, but tho atrongest proof of fiendish 
malignity. Mrs. Burdon, who keeps a 
small grocery, recently took into her em- 
ploy an orphan girl 13 yoara of age, who 
apparently waa not very intelligent. Mra. 
lJurdon treated her aa a drunken coater- 
monger doea hia donkey, to unlimited 
tlagellntiona, which ahe varied at timea by 
branding the child on various parts of the 
body with a red hot poker. The'fretjuent 
yells which were hoard by the neighbors 
led to oomplainta being laid, and the 
woman was arroated. Tho policeman who 
look Mrs. Burdon into cuatody, and the 
dootoe ,who was called in, corroborated 
each othei: that the girl was a maaa of 
burns ar.d bruisaa from head to heela. 
The woman, when arrested, admitted hav- 
ing "correctod" tho girl w^th a poker, bui 
said ahe was not aware it waa hot. She 
waa committed for trial.

F. Mc- 
Donald of thia city, atutoa that tho sample 
of petroleum forwarded for chemical 
analyaia ia too amall in quantity for that 
object. All that could be certainly said 
of it waa that it ia petroleum of good 
quality, iircbably rich iu heavy oila. This, 
Mr. Dawson thought, was all that was 
necessary to know at tho present stage. 
The question now to be settled is, whether 
It is in quantity; if ao, there is no doubt 
that it will bo a saleable product. 

It would seem from this statement of 
.Mr. Dawaon, that it is now incumbent 011 
tho localities of the various coal oil lands 
to combine and aeltlo tiiiaily tho worth of 
their claima by boring for oil. Thia would 
cost conaiderablo money, but it is tho only 
way ill which tho property can b'e placed 
hefiu'e capitaliefB, for investment. There 
is no d(jubt that the oil ia there, and it ia 
hoped that tho owners will at unco make 
sure that thoir property |a worth tho value 
they place upon it. Once this is accoui- 
pliahed it will be an easy matter to aecuro 
capital to produce the oil in a refined state.

Thursday, -Ith iuat., for Guaymas, Mexico, 
with a cargo of coals and deck-loud of lum- 
ber. Tho master reports having lirst found 
tho vessel to he leaking on tho night of tho 
day before ho nbniidonod her. Tho pumps 
became choked, and liuding tho vessel to 
be sinking, he, with hia wife and ercw of 
six, left her as related. Tho only article 
saved was the aobooner's chronometer, all 
the personal effects of the master and crew 
being left behind. The shipwreoked peo- 
ple art in the care of Ool. Stevens, U, S. 
consul, by whom they will probably be 
sent to Son Fra&cisoo.

St. Valentine's D«y. 



To-day is the 14th Feb.ruary, and lore 
miasivos oiubollished with Gupida, stricken 
hearts and a variety of sentiment, are car- 
ried by the postal system to every quarter 
of the globe. It is the day 
of all days, when the love sick 
awftin veuiurea on writing voracs, 
or- shy but willin' Barkises aend con- 
fessions of their adinirntion to tlie per 
haps a.i willing objects of their luvo. The 
l-tlh of February la celebrated in hunor of 
St. Valentine, who, according to the le- 
gend, suffered martyrdom . in the reign of 
the Emperor Olaudiua, There is nothing 
in the life of the saint whioh 
would have given rise to tho cus- 
tom of choosing sweothoarta (vnloii- 
tines) on that day, and it is believed 
the practice is one of earlier date, substi- 
tuted for a pagan obHervauce, by which 
boys and girls drew each other's numos on
